(Kavala); 1700-2100 UTC on 6040 kHz and 7105 kHz (Kavala) ; 1800-2100 UTC on 9505 kHz, 1 1825 kHz 
and 15545 kHz (Iranawilla); and 2000-2100 UTC on 6160 kHz, 9620 kHz and 1 1895 kHz (Kavala). It appears 
that future schedule updates will very likely be available at the http://www.radlosavva.com web site. If any 
ACE members hear this new station, we of course will welcome the information here, so that other ACE 
members might also have a shot at picking up this highly unusual new station. 

As we mentioned last month, the music format on the station Is programmed lit five different regions: Egypt, 
Iraq. Jordan/Palestine, Sudan, and a "Persian Gulf area defined as Bahrain, Kuwait, Oman, Saudi Arabia, and 
the United Arab Emirates.

WILLIAM PIERCE DIES 

William Pierce, of Hillsboro, West Virginia, passed away after a bout with cancer at thc age of 68 on July 24. 
Pierce is most well known as the author of 77ie Turner Diaries, published in 1978. This book, originally 
published under a pen name of Andrew Macdonald, was cited by Oklahoma City bomber Timothy McVeigh as 
a major influence on his thinking. According to the Associated Press, Pierce moved to Hillsboro about twenty 
years ago. The AP quoted Brian Lewis, director of the Center for the Study of Hatc and Extremism at 
California State University at San Bernardino, as saying "(Pierce) was one of the brightest stars intellectually in 
the hate world but also the most reprehensible." 

Pierce was the founder of the National Alliance, an active far-right political group in the United States. His 
taped speeches were common material on the historic uitra-right wing USA clandestine radio station. Voice of 
Tn-mnrrow. His speeches and his ideas have also been featured from time to time on the quasi-clandestine 
American Dissident Voices. 

I'll quote a couple of paragraphs here from the AP, as reprinted in the July 25, 2002 edition of The Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. "While Pierce does not have an heir apparent, he does have surviving family members, said Bob 
DeMaratis, Pierce's business manager. Pierce also gave specific instructions to Ins closest associates to insure 
the 1,500-member (National Alliance) organization's survival. Pierce, who had a doctorate in physics, told the 
Associated Press in 1996 that he became interested in politics while he was a professor at Oregon State 
University and saw thc government tolerating Vietnam War protesters. 'They were clearly aiding and abetting 
the enemy and undermining thc morale of this country,' Pierce said." According to the AP, Pierce also blamed 
the civil rights movement for increased alienation in the United States where "people have withdrawn into sort 
of extreme individualism, where all they care about are themselves, maybe their immediate families."
